Not Worth A Farthing 


Britons may finally have found 


- something- lo disturb their un- 
flappable exteriors. They arc. in 
the process of converting 
to 


decimal coinage and the transi- 
tion is not proceeding graciously. 


Two new decimal coins were 


put into use last April, a new 50- 
cent pence was introduced in 
October and on January 1st, the 
old half crown ceased to be legal 
tender. 


All of these are steps toward 


the final conversion date of Feb. 
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15, 1971, when the current coin- 
•U'e of farthings, florins, shill- 
ings, truppeny bits and sixpences 
will disappear in favor of coins in 
denominations of one-half penny, 
two pence, five, 10 and 50 pence. 
The pound will be the only old 
denomination to survive. 


Undoubtedly visitors to Britain 


will welcome the change. They 
have been universally confused 
by British money for genera- 
tions. Britons already are show- 
ing considerable irritation over 
the changeover. 


For one thing-, some of the new 


coins bear striking likenesses to 
the old, but tho values differ 
considerably. Then there is the 
matter of machines. Virtually 
every vending machine and cash 
register in Britain must be con- 
verted and the transition period 
is trying for both consumer and 
machine owner. 


The traditionalists will not be 


completely o v e r c o m e by the 
changeover. The g u i n e a , a 
mythical coin which doesn't ex- 
ist but which has an official 
valuta of $2.52, 
probably 
will 


survive. E v e n t he people in 
charge of -the new money system 
don't know what to do about a 
denomination which doesn't exist 
except in a Jarpe pnrfc of tho 
pricing system of retail trade.

WASHINGTON — An interest- 


ing new coalition has surfaced 
in Congress. Its members: The 
more liberal Democrats and the 
more conservative Republicans. 
Its goal: To end the foreign aid 
program, a hallmark of Ameri- 
can foreign policy for nearly a 
quarter of a century. 


In

David Ben-Gurion, on May 14, 


1948, read the proclamation of 
Independence that gave Jews 
their own nation for the first 
time in 2000 years. 


Now, 22 years later and at the 


age of 82, he still possesses an 
extraordinarily keen mind — as 
I learned when I asked permis- 
sion to tape the interview. 


"First, before you tape, tell 


me the questions you havo in 
mind," jic said, nodding at each 
question; in such manner 3S to 
suggest the intake action of a 
giant computer. 


It turned out that interviewing 


Ben-Gurion is like requesting a 
fortune cookie and receiving the 
Encyclopedia 
Britannica. 0 r- 


iginal questions are quickly lost 
as he roars off on fascinating 
tangents. 


He revealed 
that it was a 


devout Christian who met with 
him and Chaim Weizmann to 
formulate the final plans for the 
State of Isreal. "Orde Wingate 
had an enormous amount to do 
w i t h 
the 
establishment 
of 


Isreal; 
he was 
very 
much 


devoted to the Jewish Bible." 


(Wingate, a British. general, 


died during World War II at the 
head of Wingate's Raiders in 
Burma. He also trained the 
first units of the Palmach, the 
military arm of the Haganuh, 
the underground 
Jewish gov- 


ernment. "He was my great 
teacher," says Defense Minister 
Moshe Dayan.) 


Israel's elder statesman also 


disclosed: 
• "When 
Nasser 
first ap- 


peared, I thought that this wai 
the Arab Mustafa Kemal. He is 
not. He wants to be heat! of the 
entire Arab world and thinks he 
can

Isreal." 


• "Russia was the first to 


recognize our right to be a slate 
and it was Gromyko who made 
it possible for Abba Eban to be 
recognized by the United Na- 
tions.

Roosevelt who was never here, 
looked on his map and thought 
we were too small to exist."

Jews who carne in after World 
War II. But I wouldn't do this 
again, because the rabbis abuse 
this ... My daughter-in-law, an

study . . . they don't condemn 
me 
because I don't 
go lo 


Synagogue here in Israel —but 
they did criticize me because I 
write on Shabbat." 


• "I consider the man who 


built Christianity was St. Paul 
— not Jesus, he was a Jew; 
Paul was the greatest Jewish 
assimilator. I first read the 
New Testament in Greek and 
there is one letter — to tlio 
Corinthians — that ought to be 
a part of Hebrew literature, 
too: 
but most Christian Bibles 


translate the citicial word as 
'charity' instead of 'love.'" 


As to his own religious be- 


liefs, Mr. Ben-Gurion replied: 


"I believe — I am certain — 


there is a God. I believe that 
matter and spirit arc the same 
thing — which really means 
pantheism.

needed as he concerned himself 
with the birth of a nation. Mrs. 
Ben-Gurion died only recently.
